of their being equally welcome ? Is it not a Grievance which deſervesRedreſs, 
that a great number of poor Proteſtants, who had taken Leaſes at a rack 
Rent from the Perſons who had a legal Title to the Lands, and had laid 
out the greateſt part of their ſubſtance in repairing the deſolations wrought 
by the War, ſhould be deprived of all the benefit of their Labours, and the. 
charges of their Improvements? !s there any Foundation in Reaſon for this 
ſeverity ? Are not the Lands improved by their Labours, and will not they 
ſell better now, tho the Titles of the poor under-Tenants were preſerved 
to them, than they would have done had they lain all this time waſte ? 
What have theſe poor People done to forfeit their Induſtry ? For my part 
1 can fee no reaſon why the Papiſts, who returned upon his Majeſty's Pro- 
clamation, and took Leaſes, and have behaved themſelves as became good 
Subjects ſince their return, ſhould be diſpoſſeſt more than the Proteſtants ;

Was ever ſo much malicious falſity crowded into ſo many words, and 


with fo ill a deſign? When ?tis certain that moſt of the Grantees, but par- 


ticularly my Lord Rumney, leaſed his Eſtate for twenty one years, and af- 


ter ſold two thirds of the Rents for twelve years purchaſe, reſerving a third 
-to_ himſelf, fo that it is plain the Purchaſers under his Lordſhip could not get 


the legal Intereſt of their moneys during the continuance of thoſe Leates. 
My Lord Athlone fold rather dearer than my Lord Rumney, becauſe of his 
Grant being confirmed by A&# of Parliament ; the other Grantees ſold gene- 


rallyforeleven or upwards: But what is ſufficient to ſatisfie any rea ſonable Crea- 


ture is, that the Purchaſers in their Applications to the Houſe of Commons, 
were and are ſtill willing to come to a fair Account, even before the Truſtees, 
to the end that whatever they had received over and above the Intereſt of 
their Money might be deducted out of the Principal. Had the Purchaſcrs 
bought a bad Title, then our Author might have juſtly affirmed that they 


regarded the Bargain more than the Title, but if theſe Titles could not be 
avoided without an Act of Parliament, and if any other Title may be avoi- 


ded after the ſame manner, it cannot be ſaid they bought a bad Title. But 


we are told, that the Houſe of Commons gave notice : I ſhould be glad it 
this Author had told us when and how. Did not the Houſe of Commons, 


on the ſixth of November, 1 690. reſolve, That a Clauſe be prepared for re- 
ſerving a proportion of the Forfeitures of England and Ireland to their Ma 
jeſties diſpoſal? and on the twelfth of February, 1691, a Bill was read a 
third time, and Ordered to be carried to the Lords, in which there was re- 


ſerved to their Majeſties one third of the Forfeitures, to be given to ſuch 


Military Officers and Souldiers as their Majeſties ſhould think fit, who per- 
ſonally ſerved in the Wars of Ireland ; and in this Bill there was a Clauſe in 
favour of my Lord &umney. In the year 1698 it was voted, That a Tax 
{ſhould be laid on all beneficial Grants, and tis publickly known that the 
Debates then were, whether two or four years purchaſe. Could any one 
from theſe Proceedings, without the foreſight of our Author, conclude, that 
in the year 169g a Bill of Reſumption ſhould paſs, without regard to the 


King's third, or the merit of thoſe who ſerved him in perſon here? Could 
the Purchaſers under my Lord Rumney reaſonably conclude, that in the year

clude my Obſervations on this Paragraph, with letting our Author know, 
That the Purchaſers of forfeited Eſtates are ſenſible that they are now in 
the condition which ſome few deſigning Gentlemen have brought them into, 
firſt, by groſly 8 his Majeſty's Grant, and ſecondly, by deny- 
ing the unfortunate Purchaſers the ſmall benefit deſigned them by the AR, 
and that they are ſenſible too of our Authors kind endeavours to obſtruct, as 
far as in him lies, all relief to proteſtant Purchaſers or others, by the many 
falſities he publiſhes and utters to their diſadvantage.

The Commiſſioners returned, excluſive of the Eſtates reſtored by Arti- 
cles or favour, 752953 Acres, and the private Eſtate conſiſting of 95649. 
making in the whole 898601. Does he mean that the Forfeitures now to 
be ſold amount to 140000]. more than this? If fo, the whole Forfeitures 
will amount to 988601 Acres. But if they have loſt 1 800009 Acres in one 

lace, and got 140000 Acres in another, then tis plain they have 
25 40000 Acres in the whole by their Survey. To make this matter 
plain, and ſhew the World what reaſon the people of this Countrey have 
to be at their Wits end, the matter of fact is this; the Truſtees have ſent 
out their Emiſſary Surveyors, who without fummoning or giving the leaſt 
notice, either to rhe occupiers of the Forfeited Lands, or of thoſe adjoining, 
have ſurveyed the Lands, and in their Survey have incroached upon the 
Neighbouring Lands, in ſome places 300 Acres, in ſome 200, in ſome 
places more, in ſome leſs : Nay, in ſome places they have Surveyed Rivers, 
and in other places Boggs, where they could not Walk to lay their Chains,or 
fix the ir Inftruments. Theſe Acres ſo acquired, they have returned to the 
Parliament of England. Now ſhould they fell according to theſe Surveys, 
in what a fine condition will the People of this Countrey be, if they mult 
loſe the Lands they have been for 40 or 50 years in quiet poſſeſſion of, 
for no other reaſon but becauſe the Surveyors of the Truſtees have Survey- 
ed thoſe Lands, and becauſe the Truſtees have after fold them; for this is 
what they aim at. Suppoſe there were ſuch a Commiſſion as this ſet on 
foot in England, it is to be preſumed the Parliament would be very Cauti- 
ous of inveſting any number of men, with a power of ſettling any more 
than what was really the properry of the Forteiting Perſon. Men at this 
rate would be diviſted of their Eſtates, without ſo much as a Tryal before 
the Commiſſioners themſelves. - (Fee ER 8 6.4 

And were a Tryal before twelve men choſen by King, Lords, and 
Commons, ſo much preferable to the ordinary way of Tryal by Judges and 
Juries, tis ſtrange our Author has not recommended this method to the 
People of England.
